In thoſe Days did the Lord God of Hoſts tal to 
weeping, and mourning, and to baldneſs, and to 
girding with Sackcloth ; and behold joy and gladneſs, 
Hlaying Oxen and killing Sheep, eating Fleſh and 
drinking Wine ; as if we had ſeriouſly made that 
ablurd concluſion, Let w eat and drink for to 
morrow we die | Theſe ſerious Truths may perhaps 
be uncaſie to us, but I am ſure they are moiſt 
abundantly neceſſary, that we may not be tempted 
to juſtifie our ſelves, or to aſcribe our deliverance 
to our own righteouſneſs ; but only to the bowels 
and compaſſion of him, whoſe Mercy towards us en- 
dureth for ever, and whoſe hand is mighty to ſave,

3.” Particular of my Text, namely, to lay be- 
' fore you the wonderful Mercy of 4lmighty God, 
in reſcuing and releaſing us from thoſe Dangers 
and Aﬀictions ; Behold, thou art made whole.. 


This firſt word, in the Original 4s, is always 
rendered by Lo, or Bebe/d; and is uſed, either 
to uſher in ſomething amazing and aſtoniſhing, or 
to prepare our attention for ſomething eminently 
inſtructive ; and it always ſtands in the Writings 
of the Evangelifis. as a Hand io the Margent, to 


point out ſomewhat more than ordinarily confi-; 
C derable.

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derable. And - certainly, if ever any thing deſerv'd 
to be thus uſher'd-in, our releaſement from the 
Dangers to which we were exposd, : may juſtly 
challenge ſuch. an Introduftion, \Behold then art 


made whole. 


When the Lord" turned again the Captivity of 
Jacob, then were we like to them that dream : 
The greatneſs and the ſuddennefs of the Alterati- 
on, made it rather ſeem a fancy, proceeding from. 
the fumes of a diſtemper'd Brain, than a 7ra/h, 
that earricd with it what. was real. and fubſtanti- 
al. When we were ſo near the brink of Ruine, 
that there was. but 'a- bate poſſibility .of our eſca- 
ping-; then God, who'is' 4 help. in time of need, 
ſnatch'd” us from the 'precipice into' which we: 
were falling, and ſet our feet upon a Rock and order d 
our goings : When' we" lay. ( like aac) a deſtind 
facrifice, and the Kniſe was juſt at our Throates; 
then an Arm (as it were ) out of the Clouds, 
arreſted the Hamds' of our Zxecutioners:; and a. 
Voice as if from Heaven gave command, Zay not 
your Hayds upon them, neither do any. tbing unto. 
them: So that our Soul-eſcaped as a Bird out of 
the Net of the Fowler, the Net was broken and we 
were. deltver'd, 


I might endeavour to ſet off the greatneſs of 
this Bleſſing, by comparing it with thoſe Mileries. 
which. we lay under, and with thoſe much grea- 
ter ones. which threatened to overwhelm us 3 but 
this was a Mercy of the firſt Magnitude, _ 
Wu: 
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will ſufficiently affe& our®ouls with gratitude, if 
we fet it in a true light, and conſider it by its 
ſelf - How, by this, True Religion, the way which 
thoſe our Enemies call Hereſie, but wherein we wore 
ſhip the God of our Fathers, was again reſtor'd to 
its Ancient Splendour ! Our 7emp/es which they 
had deſtin'd to Foppery and Superſtition, were 
happily continu'd in the poſſeſſion, of anadulterate 
Worfhip' and'a' reaſonable Service ! The Laws which 
had been warped to ſerve the worſt Ends, were 
again reducd to their Primitive Uſe, for the Pa- 
niſhment of wicked Doers, and the praiſe of ſuch as 
do well | The juſt Prerogative of the Prince was 
vigoroufly afferted, ' and yet the Lrberty of the 
S«5jet not at all infringed ! The Church and State, 
which like ill-yoak'd Oxen drew different ways, 
now proceed lovingly in the ſame Track, and 
ſtrengthen and ſupport each other mutually / 
Peace” and abnndance begin to efface the: Memory, 
of the® Far ant 'the neceftties under which we' 
lately labour'd! Our Dangers and Apprehenfions 
are vaniſhed and removed ; and if any Scars re- 
main of our former Wounds, whilſt they put us 
1n mind that we have been hurr, they alſo aſſure 
us that we are' in a way to be healed! Happy 
are the people who' are in ſuch a Caſe, it they make 
a" right uſe of the Mercies they have receiv ; 
yea, bleſſed are the people who have the Lord for 
their God ! 


And certainly, ſo many viſible. appearances of 
the . Divine favour, have entitl'd God to the ſole

ES 
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Honour of our Delivemnce ; that it would be a 
dire& robbing him of his Glory, to give the praiſe 
of it to any other: He having aGted for us in 
this Caſe, as he teſtifies of himſelf by the Pro- 
phet Iſaiah; and 7 looked, and there was none ta 
help, and I wondered that there was none to up- 
hold; then my own Arm brought Salvation. The 
Lord indeed looked down from Heaven, and beheld 
from the Habitation of his Holineſs and of his Glo- 
ry; his Zeal and his Strength, and his Mercies, 
and the ſounding of his Bowels tywara: (4, wore 
net reftraind; He iaw our Mtieries, au + ruid. 
away his Eyes from our Tranſgreiſions ; or it he 
viewed them, it was only to uſe other Metiiods 
to withdraw us from them ; and to. attempt the 
reclaiming us by his Mercies, who had formerly 
been incorrigible under his Judgments, Thus. 
God aroſe, and his and our Enemies were ſcattered; 
and they that hated both bim and us fled before 
him, Therefore Not unto us, O Lord not unto us, 
| But unto thy Name give praiſe ; for thy loving 
Mercy, and for thy Truth's ſake. 


And now wherewithal ſhall we come. before the 
Lord, and bow our ſelves before the high God 2? 
What retribution ſhall we make unto the Lord, for 
all that the Lord has beſtowed upon us, according to 
his Mercies, and. according to the multitude of his 
loving kindneſſes > The Anſwer to this Queſtion, 
which every devout Soul is obligd to make, is.

The Mercies of God are defign'd for our amend- 
ment, and his Goodneſs leadeth- to repentance ; if 
therefore we anſwer not this intention of his, 
we go about as far as in us lies, to diſappoint the 
gracious Methods of his Providence, and as it were 
to counterplot his Omniſcence. But God forbiZ, 
that where his Grace ha: ſo ſignally abound:d to us, 
there Sin ſhould abound ſo much more ! God forbid, 
that we ſhould continue obſtinate and. incorrigible, 
againſt all that an A/-powerful and Al-wiſe God 
can do for our amendment! If Faxdgments could 
not frighten us into Obedience, yet let Bleſſings 
alure us; and like the Man in the Fable, who 
held faſt his Cloak againſt the bluſtering Wind, but 
parted with it to the gentler Rays of the Sun ; So 
tet us, if we have kept our Sins cloſe to us in the 
Storms of Adverſity, diſmiſs them when we are 
warmed with the Beams of Proſperity. Iogratitude 
(we know) is ſtiled a complication of all Wicked- 
neſs ; and no Title is. fo reprochful, as- that of an 
unthankſul Perſon; but how deeply ſhall we be 
liable to this imputation, if we will make no- re- 
turn for ſuch ineſtimable advantages? And yet 
how eafte is the Tribute which God. expe at our 
hands! He only requires of us, that we ſhould Sin 
| wo more; That inſtead of provoking him to new 
Severities, we ſhould put our ſelves into a con- 

dition

dition of recieving freſh Bleſings : Hail ſome- 
thing very difficult been exaCted of us, when we 
lay expos'd to the Oppreſſion of our inſulting E- 
nemies, would we have ſcrupled to perform it for 
our releaſement ſrom them? And ſhall we now ſtartle 
at that which is both eafie and beneficial ? God's 
Toke is eafte, and his Burthen s lizht; his Com- 
mandments are not grievous, neither does he delight 
ro afflitt the Sons of Men: And yet how tew 
are- obedient to ſuch equitable InjunAtions! How 
few ſubmit entirely to ſo mild an Authority ! 
Is not the ſame Profaneneſs and Debauchery 
Kill rife amougſt us, which drew down thoſe 
Judgments we formerly groan'd under 2 Do we 
not ſtill uſe the ſame falſe balances and deceitful 
Weights? Da' we not ſtill praftice the ſame over- 
reaching ſubtilties, in our uſual Dealings and 
mutual. Commerce? Is not all the Violence and 
Injuſtice, for. which we were wont to blame our 
Enemies, ſtillexercisd amongſt our ſelves, and ag- 
gravated by the profeſſion of 'a- better Religion 2? 
Sn that I may fay, in the words of the Propher, 
the Lord looked for Judgment, but behold Opreſſi- 
on; for righteouſneſs, bat* behold a Cry! Do not 
thoſe: that ſeem'd to lativenr+ and bewatl, the Dan- 
ger. of looſing the Publick' 4ſſemblies; abſent them- 
ſelves-too ofren- from the Grear Congregation; and 
leave the ZZouſe of God, at the ordinary times of 
Divine Worſhip, much more unfrequented than it 
need or ouglit tobe 2 Do not thife whoapprehended 
a Dearth in ths Land, not a Dearth of Bread, but 
of ithe Word: and Sacraments,” withdraw too fre- 
quently

quently from the Bread of Life, end Starve their 
own Souls in the midſt of Plenry > Let us judge 
our ſelves, my Brethren, that 'we be not judged of 
the Lord; and let us confider,. that the caution 
here given, Sin no. more, 45' not @ bare Advice, 
that may be taken or rejeted without any con(i- 
derable Conſequences ; but that in the 
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5th. And laſt Particular of .my.. Text, there is a 
Threatniug or Commination,. and that a very ſe- 
vere One, annexed to it, to ſtrengthen and en- 
force it; Sin mo more, leſt a worſe thing come 
wnto thee. 


' A. Relapſe into any illog(s, is much more dangerous, 
than the firſt fry of a Difemper 3 and we read of the 
Man, that waſhed and ſwept and garniſhed his Houſe, 
and yet admitted ſeven Devils afterwards, that hw. 
laſt Eſtate was. worſe than bis firſt., For God, in his 
Inpartial Juice, proportions his Judggents to our 
Offences ; now every /atter Sin is greater than the 
former, and therefore is liable to. a more ſevere pu- 
niſhment : For cither -we have repented before the 
Commitſtion of it, or we have not ; if we- have, our 
Sin, beſides its own guilt, includes that of breaking 
our Reſolution; if we have not, it is an additio= 
nal A& of Obſtinacy and Impenitency ; and ei- 
ther way, it has a new acceſſion of Guilt and 
Wickedneſs. 


Nor can we hope to eſcape from God's juſt 
Severity ; ſince Sin, is that dark Body which in- 
terpoles. 


— 
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terpoſes between - us and the light of his Counte- 
axce, and puniſhment is the Shadow that inſeparably 
accompanies it : Neither will the Faults of thoſe 
who ſeem- to be the Miniſters of God's Vengeance, 
be any manner of Protection to us; nor muſt 
we flatter ourſelves, that he will not fight againſt 
us on their ſide: Executioners ( we know ) are 
ſeldom choſen out of the &e/# of Men ; and the 
Red may be made uſe of, tho' it be afterwards to 
be caſt into the Fire ; Nay even lice and fitzs, the 
meaneſt particles of the Creation, have oftentimes 
in the avenging hand -of God, been dreadful In- 
ftruments of his diſpleaſure. 


If therefore we are- unwilling, to lie under the 
ſame or greater preſſures, than we lately appre- 
hended, and were deliver'd from; it we would 
not run- throagh, - the ſame or a more diſmal 
Scene of Aﬀfiictions, © than we- formerly groan'd 
under,  andihad in whe ncag if- we would not 
rather, have God at the part of an vfended Fudge, 
than that of a zexder and Tndulgent Parent; Let 
us follow the Advice preſcrib'd us in the Texr, 
and Sin no more, Ieſf a worſe thing come unto 
#5. God has been pleas'd to Viſit us with Judg- 
ments, and we 'continu'd incorrigible under them, 
by which our” Sins were highly aggravated ; bur 
if his Bleſſings are in vain employed for our a- 
r-nJinent, we ofi:nd to a Degree as- high as is 
poſtihie In the former indeed we ſinned againſt 
his F»ftiee, but in this both againſt his Fefbice 
and his Mercy : And will not God, think you, 
vindicate 
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vindicate this his Beloved, his Darlizg attribute, 
from ſuch a contempt > What will become of us, 
when his-Mergy- is turned againſt us When that 
which uſed to refrain and gaalifie the Tnflictions 
of his | Juice, ſhall then exaſperate' and make 
them ſharper > When that which uſed to be 
poured like Balſam into our wounds, ſhall then 
be like Oy! to the Flames of his Fury, and 
to make kis Vengeance 4srx more fiercely 2 When 
our depraved Natures, like vitiated Sromachs, that 
convert wholeſome Nouriſhment into the aliment 
of ill Humors, ſhall turn Bleſings themſclves into 
Curſes? Yet thus moſt certainly it will be with 
us, if we ſtill remain impenitent ; God: will &e 
Qorified one way or other, either &y w, or #p- 
ou sf, - | 


we eſcape with iepunity, when we ſee them fo 
ſeverely puniſhed ! Sowe have been forced to fub- 
mit themſelves a long time, to the licentious will 
of an unbridled Soldiery, and to fee and ſupply 


thoſe exceſſes which they deteſtedz to be the
